INl.'RED  In  the  last  few  years  to  vuitden 
flood,  British  Columiiia  Is  now  renewing 
its  arquaintan<-e  with  drought  in  an  ag- 
gi'avated,  w'rioiis  and  most  dnnuiging  form. 
For  40  days  only  inHiKnifieant,  rainfall  has 
fallen  in  the  chief  groxving  areas  of  the 
province.  The  loss,  as  |Kjtnted  out  by  this 
pai»er  yesterday,  is  already  spvcit.  Before 
relief  comes  it  may  well  d**<‘fK‘n  to  the  point 
where  it  will  act  as  a very  real  iaake  on  our 
f(  onomy.  In  the  fare  of  such  facts  thcie 
w'il!  be  little  disposition  to  treat  ihe  matter 
lightly,  particularly  by  those  who  have  stood 
beside  their  parched  and  shriveling  CT0f>s  and 
prayed  for  rain.

The  Red  Dean 


SIX  Con.servative  memliers  of  the  British 
Parliament  are  said  to  lie  filanning  an 
Attempt  to  ou.st  the  Dean  of  ranterbui*y 
from  the  office  which  he  has  brought  into 
strange  fUstjuiet.  Only  the  dean  knows  how 
he  Is  able  to  reconcile  adulation  of  an  anti- 
Christian  oligarchy  with  the  precepts  of  his 
own  church,  but  the  whole  wide  world  has 
goggled  at  the  sp»*«’tacle  of  this  man  pros- 
trating himself  licfore  Stalin.
